REPORT. 


Democratic Investigating Committee Favors Party Re- 
organization, but Is Divided on Methods. 


Messrs. Harrison, Ryan and McLure Want a New 
Committee of One Representative From Each 
‘Precinct and an Executive Committee 


of Fifteen 


Members, 


After six weeks of hard work the local 
committee appointed by Chairman Cook of 
the State Democratic Committee to investi- 
gate the affairs of the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee és to-day closing its labors. 

This committee of investigation is com- 

posed of Edwin Harrison, chairman; At- 
torney John A. Blevins, secretary; Attorney 
Frank K. Ryan, Charles D. MoLlwre and 
Adiai Stanley. 
- This committee is submitting its report to 
a sub-committee of the State Committee, 
which is composed of Chairman Sam B. 
Cook, Maj. Harvey W. Salmon, W. C. Scar- 
ritt of Kansas City, Thomas Love of Spring- 
field and T. J. Ward of St. Louis. 

The sub-committee met in parlor B of the 
Planters’ Hotel at 10 o’clock this morning, 
when a lively discussion immediately took 
place over the majority and the minority 
reports of the Investigation Committee. 

Edwin Harrison, Frank K. Ryan and 
Charles D. MclLure presented a majority 
report, which was inclined to be mild in its 
criticisms of the methods employed by the 
controlling powers of the Democratic City 

Committee, while at the same time it 
recommended complete reorganization of 
the party in St. Louis. 

Secretary Blevins and ‘Mr. Stanley pre- 
sented a strong minority report, also rec- 
ommending a new plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the party, but at the same time 
passing some severe criticisms on the man- 
agement that has controlled the present City 
Committee. The minority report, it was gen- 
erally understood, would not be in the na- 
ture of a whitewashing operation. 

The cause for the investigation, it will he 
remembered, grew out of she sensational 
charges of insincerity and crookedness 
gnade against certain members of the City 
Kommittee on the night of the election, in 
November. It was said at that time that 
Hugh Brady, Chairman of the City Com- 
mittee, and -his brother, Ben Brady, had 
joined with Charles P. Higgins, President 
of the Board of Election Commissioners, in 
@ scheme to betray the Democravic party in 
this city. 

There was much excitement in the head- 
quarters of the State Committee in the 
Planters’ when the assertion was made that 
there had been traitors in the camp. Chair- 
man Cook, adter a consultation with Maj. 
Salmon, Gov. Stone and several State Com- 
mitteemen, decided to appoint a committee 
of citizens to investigate the charges made 
@gainst the City Committee. When his de- 
cision became public Mr. Hugh Brady also 
emphatically demanded that his. record 
should be investigated, as he claimed he 
would be vindicated of the charge of dis- 
loyalty. 

After one investigating comittee had re- 
fused to serve the present one was appoint- 
ed and began its work behind closed doors 
ebout six weeks ago. This committee had 
no legal power to compel any one to appear 
before ft and give testimony, buc it was 
expected that any honest man would gladly 
embrace the opportunity to testify and clear 
his name of charges. 

The testimony before the Investigating 
Committee has been sensational in several 
instances. Col. Ed Butler produced a check 
for $1,200 bearing Hugh Brady's name, and 
testified that he had given it to Brady as 
part of the Sedalia fund for the capital re- 
moval scheme, with the understanding that 
the money was to be divided among the 
members of the City Committee pro rata. 
Col. Butler also said that Brady received the 
money, but divided {t equally with Chas, P. 
Higgins, and gave none to the members of 
the committee. 

‘Numerous charges of “grafting’’ were 
made against certain members of the City 
Committee tn the testimony of witnesses 
that were summoned. 

But, aside from these factional] fights, the 
Investigating Committee has cons!derei 
plans for an entirely new reorganization of 
the party in the city. There has been a 
sharp disagreement on these plans, and 
hence the majority and the minority reports. 

The sub-committee organized to-day by 
electing Mr, Cook as Chairman and W. C. 
Scarritt as Secretary. The sub-committee 
Was in the throes of a hot discussion@ver 
the two reports at 1 o'clock, with prospects 
that it would last through the day. 

The report of the sub-committee will not 
Be final, for the whole matter will come 
before the entire State Committee at some 

Meeting in the near future. 


The sub-committee at 1:45 suddenly ended 
the discussion by adopting a resolution to 
refer the two reports to a meeting of the 
Fante Committee to be held at the Planters’

made diligent inquiry into said matters and 
h th present our conclusions thereon. 
Inasmuch as such charges were not spe. 
— ~s general in their nature, and not 
con fin to epecific allegations of miscon- 
duct, our inquiries nefessarily included the 
whole work of t OMmittee and the ac. 
tions of ite members during the entire 
campaign. We have followed up, by care- 
ful investigation, all charges concerning 
which we were able to procure any infor- 
ae. jaovere person making smateee 
com ec or any me 
ereof, as well as each ms 
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quested ‘to appear responried to our sum- 
mons. So far as we are able to judge from 
the allusions made to these absent witnesses 
by those who did testify, and from the 
| Statements made to us as to the facts sup- 
posed to be within the knowledge of such 
absent witnesses, we are satisfied that any 
| testimony that they might have given would 
be but curnulative of the evidence in hand. 
At all events it is not Probable that such 
missing testimony could have been of suf- 
ficient weight to change the effect of the tes- 
timony received. In our opinion, the testi- 
mony discloses sufficient facts in regard to 
the status of said committee to warrant 
the State Central Committee in immediately 
applying the remedy which seems to us 
necessary to remove the existing defects of 
system which, so long as they are permitted 
to exist, appear to be of such magnitude as 
to thwart the hope of future Democratic 
success in the city of St. Louis and endanger 
Democratic control in the State of Missouri. 


SCOPE OF THE INQUIRY. 

From what has been Stated, it will he 
Seen that we were compelled to allow our 
hearing to take a wide range,.so that all 
parties interested might have ample oppor- 
tunity to bring forth such facts as would 
indicate whether or not the committee was 
efficient in its work, and whether the con- 
duct of any member of the committee was 
such as to require particular notice. 

To develop these points our committee 
deemed it relevant to inquire into the form 
of the City Committee's organization; the 
scope of the work devolving upon such a 
committee; the source and amount of 
money furnished to the City Committee for 
the purposes of the recent campaign, and 
the power given to them to manage party 
affairs. es 

A consideration of these features of our 
inquiry, of course, brought out the different 
forms of organization of political parties 
in other large municipalities, the work un- 
dertaken and accomplished by them, the 
means at their command, and the extent of 
their authority respectively. 

The comparisons arising from the facts so 
adduced, show conclusively that the form of 
the organization of the city cemmittee is 
not in conformity with that of any other 
large municipality. . 

While in other metropolitan cities the po- 
litical committees are so planned or or- 
gamized as%o always start from or rest upon 
the emallestpolitical subdivision of the city 
and State—that is to say, the election pre- 
cinct, as the organized unit and founda- 
tion of such plan, upon wh.ch units, as the 
primary embodiment and source of authori- 
ty of the party, the organization is built and 
completed—we, in St. Louis, have been con- 
tent or compelled to put up with a plan of 
organization which is without doubt the 
most primitive of those now in force in any 
community in the United States that can 
bear comparison with ours in s.ze and in- 
telligence. 

The time when this antiquated plan was 
adopted by the Democrats here has been 
lost in oblivion. Yet, at one time this sim- 
ple arrangement may have fairly met the re- 
quirements of the times when voters were 
not required to be rcgistered, and when 
there were but a few election precincts in 
the city. Then need of a large and efficient 
political organization for the purpose of 
party work was neither so real nor appar- 
ent as at the present day. 

Undoubtedly, under any conditions, more 
committeemen would be required to prop- 
erly attend to the affairs of the Democratic 
party in St. Louis now, with its population 
of 700,000, than were necessary when it was 
but 2,000. During all this long period the

membership of the committee has been 
about the same in number. At the period 
when the city was composed of twelve 
wards there were twenty-four members; 
when of thirteen wards, twenty-six mer- 
bers, or two from each ward. Since the 
adoption of the Scheme and Charter, which 
gave us twenty-eight wards, we have twen- 
ty-eight members, with sometimes the ad- 
dition of a chairman at large. 

However, it may be remarked that when 
there were two members from a ward, each 
member of the committee fulfilled some very 
essential requirements which do not now 
demand his attention, because under former 
city charters there wére, as a rule, but two 
election frecincts in each ward. Naturally 
and uniformly each committeeman had 
special charge of one of these precincts, It 
was his duty to therein represent and serve 
his party in the primary and general elec- 
tions. The primaries in his precinct were 
under his charge and control. At the general 
election it was incumbent upon him in his 
precinct, or half the ward, to provide Dem- 
ocratic tickets, see that his party was duly 
represented by judges and clerks, and to 
attend to other matters within his province. 
In those days there were elected in each 
ward two members of the City Council, 
which was composed of 24 or 26 members, as 
the case may have been, and which then 
constituted the city’s sole legislative dody. 
Furthermore, every ward elected its own 
Justice of the Peace, Constable and Member 
of the Legislature. 

These offices were of a kind and impor- 
tance that «timulated political activity, and, 
in. any wards, gave rise to what was in ef- 
fect a strong local Democratic organiza- 
tion, in which the committeemen were the 
leaders, or in which they harmoniously co- 
operated with the real leaders. Under the 
changes made by the Scheme and Charter, 
with 426 precincts instead of twenty-four or 
twenty-six, into which the city was previ- 
ously subdivided; with twenty-eight wards 
instead of twelve or thirteen, as under the 
former charters; with Justices of the Peace, 
Constables and members of the Legislature 
elected from districts containing more than

ANT-LOBBY BLL 
IN DANGER 


A BITTER FIGHT TO BE MADR, 
AGAINST IT. 


A COMMITTEE MEETING HELD. 


No Action Taken on the Dyer Bill and 
Fears Felt of Weakening 
by Members. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 14.—The 
bill introduced in the House by Represent- 
ative Dyer of’De Kalb County, asking that 
a law be enacted making lobby working a 
crime punishable by -penitentiary impris- 
onment, will no doubt .provoke serious op- 
position from the element that is always 
here to oppose good legislation. The Dyer 
bill is plain and easily understood, As 
previously told in the Post-Dispatch it pro- 
vides for such a sweeping punishment that 
lobbying will be an unsafe occupation if 
the bill should happen to become a law. 

But the general opinion here is that the 
bill will never be enacted into law. It was 
referred in the House to the Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence, and a meeting of 


that committee was held last night for 
consideration of the bill. It is regarded 
almost certain that a substitute will be of- 
fered which will probably fall far short of 
the original intention. The Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence is composed of the 
following representatives: Sickles, McCann, 
Pope, Whitecotton, Truitt, Leeper, Spof- 
ford, Johnson, O'Fallon and Smith, Some 
of the members of this committee are em- 
phatically in favor of the anti-lobby bill, 
but there is a suspicion that some of the 
others are not exactly in accord with its 
centiments. At the meeting last night no 
definite action was taken, and the measure 
was carried over for further consideration. 

That the lobby influence is a dangerous 
element in American politics, both national 
and State, there is no doubt. Plainl and 
truthfully stated, its mission {s to gain un- 
due advantage regardless of the means em- 
ployed to acquire it. Republics of the past 
had this evil influence to combat with. 
Athens felt the withering effects of Philip’s 
gold, and the Macedonians told the secret 
of the lobby power in the following brief 
sentence: 

“No Grecian city opposes the plans of 
Philip when a mule enters laden with gold 
and silver.’’ 

The lobby corrupted the Roman Senate, 
and dug the grave of the great Roman re- 
public, and here in America, Missouri not 
excepted, the same influence is at work. 
Many sound thinkers believe that the une- 

ual division of wealth in this country to- 
day is the result of lobby legislation. And 
it is at omce apparent that whatever laws 
are on the statutes in opposition to the lob- 
by work have been ineffectual. The conclu- 
sion is reached from the fact that the lobby 
js still doing business. The law is the only 
means by which the lobby can be sup- 

ressed, and to the lawmakers the people 
ook for relief. 

A vigorous effort ts going to be made on 
behalf of the Dyer bill, and there will doubt- 
less be a spirited contest over it, no matter 
how it may turn out in the final hearing. 
The bill came as a general surprise, and the 
friends of Representative Dyer declare that 
he has the fighting qualities and moral cour- 
age to push it in a manner most vigorous. 

The railroad lobby is here in greater prom- 
inence than ever before for several years. 
So much bdtsiness is anticipated that two 
stenographers have been employed and 
rooms in one of the prominent boarding- 
houses near the Capitol have been engaged 
for the session. This is taken to mean that 
there will be a strong fight made against 
the passage of the Dyer anti-lobby bill, the 
fellow servant bill and other measures of 
like nature. The House members are thor- 
oughly enlivened as to the tactics to be 
employed by the lobby, and there will be 
some interesting happenings before the end 
of the legislative session is reached.

RAVAGES OF THE PLAGUE. 


Bombay Has Been Deserted by Over 
Half of Its Population. 


BOMBAY, Jan. 14.—Over half the popula- 
tion of this city, about 900,000 persons, has 
fled from the plague. The courts are de- 
serted and the judges and officials have 
@one to healthier climates. Clerks and 
others whose vocations call them to the city 
daily have removed to suburban stations, 
where the people are mostly living in 
thatched huts. It is estimated that 800,000 


persons are encamped at Andherl, whence 
they soon will be forced to mibrate, owing 
to the lack of water and sanitation, threat- 
ening to bread cholera, 

The nights are made hideous by melan- 
choly dirges. Often difficulty is experienced 
in burying the dead, friends and relatives 
refusing to carry the corpses. In some in- 
stances women have assisted tm carrying. 
A large number of plague corpses at the 
tower of Silence, the Parsee burial piace, 
have been eaten by the vultures inhabiting 
it. Corpses have been found in the streets. 

The official returns show that up to last 
evening there were 3394 cases of bubonic 
plague, and 2356 deaths from that disease,

MINORITY REPORT.

Such an organization would be able to do 
good party service under all circumstances. 
Organization in the various voting pre- 
cincts could be easily effected by the pre- 
cinct committeeman, and when necessary 
he could without much trouble divide the 
precinct into sections, with an energetic 
man in charge of each section. The ry 
cinct is not so large but that he could hffve 
absolute knowledge as to its condition po- 
litically at all times. Nomination made by 
the party when controlled by such an organ- 
ization would undoubtedly reflect the will 
of the people. And all the Democratic party 
in the city wants, in order to win the city 
to Democracy, is a clean primary election, 
and ‘honest, fearless candidates, who are 
not afaraid to follow where duty calls. 


PRIMARY PLECTIONS. 

We wish abso to offer a few observations 
in relation to existing statutes upon the 
subject of Primary Elections. The present 
primary election law passed in 1891, and 
known as the “Ryan Primary Election 
Law” should be repealed. No man should 
have a tax placed upon him as a prerequi- 
site to ‘his becoming a candidate for office. 
No man should be required to pay for the 
privilege of being voted for as a delegate 
to a convention of his party. A candidate, 
in order to have delegates favorable to him- 
self voted for, should not be required, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to pay for the privi- 
lege. It practically shuts out the poor man 
or man of moderate means, and gives to 
the rich a great advantage. This is undemo- 
cratic. The primaries should be conducted 
by the party itself, or the city should pay 
the cost of holding the same. A law should 
be passed fixing the day when Primary 
Elections should be held. 

The primaries should be conducted by the 
Democratic judges and clerks of election, 
provided by law in the various precincts, 
assisted by one inspector, whose appoint- 
ment should be provided for. The provision 
of this Ryan act providing for the appoint- 
ment of partisan judges and clerks, is the 
source of much complaint by the members

one ward; with only ohe office (membership 
in the House of Delegates) left as the sole 
representative of the d in the body poli- 
tic, it will be readily seen that the ward 
committeeman has been almost entirely 
ghorn of his former jurisdiction, and pre- 
sumably his legitimate power and useful- 
ness have been in consequence correspond- 
ingly impaired. 

In this connection it will be well to bear 
in mind that many of these duties from 
which the ward committeeman has been 
relieved, have not been transferred to the 
committee at large, or to any other repre- 
sentative of the Democratic party. We re- 
fer to the new etatutory provisions which 
take away from the party committeemen 
the former right and duty of providing and 
distributing tickets for the use of voters at 
general elections, and which ‘have also 
taken from them the management of pri- 
mary elections, leaving them no authorit¢ 
to interfere thereat except to designate the 
time when and the purpose for which -such 
elections may be held. 


COMMITTEEMEN TOO POWERFUL. 

It is not surprising that with so many 
changes there should be developed some new 
conditions, which are illustrated by the 
operations of the committee as it now ex- 
ists on the present basis. 

These changes, unmet by corresponding 
suitable changes in plan of organization, 
have materially affected the Democratie 
party in the past, to its detr:ment, and with 
a force which seems to be still increasing. 


When tthe ward offices above mentioned 
were wiped out of existence, it was inevi- 
table that the ward power which arose from 
their existence should disappear. But with 
such disappearance came the independence 
and omnipotence of the committeemen. No 


longer was there a divided, individual re-‘ 


eponsibility. Before the disappearance of 
the ward influence above mentioned, the 
committeeman was the servant of that in- 
fluence whose power and wishes he felt ‘t 
necessary to respect and obey. His off'cial 
existence had usually depended on the favor 
of that influence. The subsequent changes 
jeft the committeeman in theory responsible 
only to the Democrats of his ward coliect- 
tvely, but not as an organization. 
Important results followed from the fact 
that for a long time after the adoption of 
the Scheme and Charter and the consequent 
changes, the contro] and management of all 
primary elections was left to the committee, 
With this power in his hands, the Demo- 
cratic committeeman became the most pow- 
erful political factor of his ward in the Dem- 
ocratic party. In wards where the Demo- 
crats had elected a member to the 
House of Delegates, the delegate 
roved no match. for the committeeman 
fr party control. The power of the 
committeeman to name the judges of elec- 
tion and clerks in his own ward was un- 
questioned, except in some rare instances 
when some committeeman had unfortunate- 
ly incurred the displeasure cf a majority of 
his associates, who, therefore, for the pur- 
ose of disciplining him, deprived him of 
is customary prerogative; that is of that 
courtesy which, in its most prominent il- 
lustration, is known as “Senatorial courte- 
BY ” 


It is needless to particularize as to how 
this power was used by the commitigeman. 
It has been quite generally claim®@d that 
under the presen’ regime a committeeman 
could almost always be returned if he so 
desired, and that generally he did so desire, 
although sometimes he preferred to name 
his successor for reasons of his own. 

Such accusations have often ‘been exag- 
gerations or without foundation. Never- 
theless we have reason to believe tha? they 
have only too often been true and that the 
committeeman himself has wished to create 
the impression that he could not be beaten 
under any circumstances whatever. At all 
events the impression became fixed that the 
committee as a whole was invincible: all 
local Democratic influences in the ward cen- 
tered upon tite member from that ward. He 
and his followers named the delegates to 
conventions, and his power reached high 
Water mark when, under one of our recent 
city Memocrati¢ administrations, he was 
recognized as the dispenser of the official 
matronage to;which the ward was assumed 
to be entitled. 

All this could not but effect the party dis- 
‘astrously. . Worthy and intelligen't Demo- 
crats applying for oun became ex- 
ceedingly tired of eing referred to the 
oe of the party” in his ward for indorse- 

Candidates for office soon found out that 
to succeed they must secure the committee- 
men, or at least a majority of them. The 
jurisdiction which the committeemen as- 
sumed by virtue of their real or supposed 
control of the primary elections had be- 
come so firmly fixed, that att such elections 
there was gener&lly no ticket for the voter 
except that which was designated as ‘‘The 
Regular Democratic ticket,” which was 
known and understood 'to be the one ‘ssued 
or fathered by the committeemen. We be- 
lieve that generally there has not been an 
opposition ticket in more than seven or eight 
wards at any particular primary election. 

The evils arising from this state of affairs 
were in a measure abated by the Ryan 
Primary Election Law, which, considerin 
that the law for primary elections is ye 
in its experimental stage, has proved to be 
@ very good measure, and one which, if 
perfected in accordance with the dictates 
of experiénce, can be made to inure still 
further to the benefit of the Democratic 
party and of the public. 

In our opinion, however, there are two 
features of this law, which, in view of the 
prestige which attaches to the Centra] Com- 
mittee, have greatly impaired its useful- 
ness and left 'that Committee in as pawerful 
@ position as ever. 

The first portion of the law to which 
Wwe call attention is that which provides 
that no ticket can be filed except when 
accompanied by $50 to be used in paying 
the expenses of ‘the primaries. 

e other objectionable feature of the 
law is its failure to specify the time within 
which delegations may be filed. ‘By in- 
ference this is left to the Board of EFlec- 
tion Commissioners. The law does provide 
that at least ten days’ notice of each pri- 
mary meeting shall be given by said Board, 
and that the day named for the primary 
should be fixed by it if not too long de- 
layed by the Central Committee. In the 
operation of the law, however, it has been 
the ene of the President and Secretary 
of the Democratic Central Committee to 
motify the Board much earlier than has 
been necessary to enable it to give publica- 
tion of the minimum of ten days’ notice of 
the holding of the primary election. And 
it has been the custom of the Board to se- 
lect, as the last day on which it will re- 
ceive and enroll lists of delegations which 
may be filed with it, the day immediately 
| gre ne that on which it gave public no- 

lee through .the newspapers that a pri- 
mary election was to be hek. 

From such practice it would seem that 
only the initiated and the curlous would 
be likely to know when to file delegations 
successfully. This mode of proceeding does 
not, however, seem to have created any 
marked remonstrance within the party. It 
may be that the Democrats of St. Louis 
have become 80 accustomed to look upon the 
Central Committee-for their delegates and 
candidates, that they have overlooked what 
Seems to us a questionable practice in car- 

ne out the provisions of this primary 
@iection law. It neato to us clearly that,

TEST OF INEFFICIENCY. 

A mild form of the objectionable manner 
i which the City Committeemen figure in 
primary elections is brought out by detall- 
ing the mode in which they provided the 
Democratic party with local candidates at 
the last election. A majority of the commit- 
tee first selected the gentlemen whom they 
Geemed suitable, and then arranged with 
them to furnish, and they did furnish $1,400 
to pay the $00 filing fee ror a ticket in each 
of the twenty-eight wards. With one ex- 


ception, the persons selected wer 
le en !- 
of th, But the committeemen got the best 


bargain by having the candidates 
tick ta the alae needed ¢o put such 
Committee felt a8 would maintain the 
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to which such a scheme can be worked, 
but we cannot doubt that in such a scram- 
ble a poor man’s chance of being nomi- 
pore to an important office would be hope- 
ess. 

In estimating the efficiency of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee of St. Louis in the 
recent campaign there is always to be kept 
in mind the quesvion: What are the duties 
that devolve upon a committee that under- 
takes in these days to manage and control 
one of the leading political parties in a city 
of the firs*class? ° 

Obviously the first thing to be done is for 
each committeeman to find and enroll all 
Democrats within his district, and in doing 
this thoroughly he would necessarily find 
out and keep a record of all voters, whe*her 
doubtful or affiliated with some inimical 
political organization. In other words, he 
should make and keep i ° a full and accur- 
ate poll of his district. Next he should see 
to it that *he largest number possible of 
these Democrats should ‘be registered; and, 
as a part of such work, he should secure 
the naturalization of all eligible aliens who 
may indicate their desire to vote the Demo- 
crawic ticket. 

Further, he should see to it that his Dem- 
ocratic constituents vote on election day; 
and, as an incident to this work, he should 
be vigilant in preventing fraudulen?® voting. 
While these are but the primary, they are 
the most important of the duties incident to 
successful political work. 

Let us see how our committee attended to 
these duties. It is not pretended that they 
ever took a poll of the voters of the city, 
or even of Democratic voters. Such work 
Was attempted in some wards, but usually 
in such a half-hearted way as to amount to 
but little, so that all the work done was 
worthless as a basis on which to estimate 
the vote of the city. 

Yet such work can be done and is done 
wherever there is a political organization 
worthy of the name and where such work 
is especially demanded by the great import- 
ance of the issue, as was the case at the 
last election. ‘ 
Thee Republican managers in this city 
boast of having made three complete polls 
of the entire city during the last cam- 
paign. Such work, and the other primary 
work referred to, we are well aware can 
not be done except where there is an or- 
ganization in numbers commensurate with 
the labor to be performed—where the par- 
ties engaged in the work are banded to- 
gether systematically, each a necessary or- 
ganic part of the whole party organism. It 
is incredible that even the best equipped 
twenty-eight men that can be found can 
fulfill ‘the requirements of the situation. 
We believe from the statements made by 
the Central Committeemen who came be- 
fore us, that such substantially is their opin- 
ion. They admit the benefits of precinct 
organization, if the idea could be carried 
out. They cite cases where they have tried 
with more or less success to get up pre- 
cinct organization, but they thave failed 
to notice that in their mode of precinct or- 
ganization they have left out one element 
necessary to its success. They would have 
precinct organization and precinct com- 
mitteemen, but to the latter they would 
yield no official standing, but install them 
merely as their followers or assistants. 

No nee te spirit can be engendered among 
the workers of the party until they are 
given recognition as the main spring of par- 
ty power as well as the fountain head from 
which leadership springs. They should cre- 
ate the central body of committeemen and 
become an active constituent part of the 
party organization, and not be called togeth- 
er or disbanded at the mere pleasure of 
the ward representative. 


DID NO WORK AT ALL 
As to the manner In which the committee 
attended to the registration and naturaliza- 
tion of voters, it has been stated above 
that they had but little to do with the reg- 
istration of voters, and it is certain that 
their work in conection with naturalization 
was, under any estimate of it, dilatory. 
The work performed in that line was done 
largely by other organizations. As is 


usually the case, the Democratic party in 
St. Louis did not move in the matter of 
registration to @ny appreciable extent until 
the tremendous work which was being done 
by the Republicans in that direction be- 
came painfully apparent and alarming. 
Then hurried attempts) were made to pro- 
vide for that work, J 
The State Committee\ was besieged in the 
matter and _lent its assistance; so did the 
St. Louls Democracy, ‘the Workingmen’s 
Bryan Club and the Jefferson Club. Al. 
though much hard work was done at the 
last moment in this direction by these 
clubs, as so many “free lances,’” we do 
not suppose that any one will contend that 
the Democratic party had the benefit of 
diligent and thorough work In this matter. 
Nevertheless, the party received more bene. 
fit from what efforts were made and what 
money was expended in this cause than 
from any other labor expended in the last 


campaign. 

The work done by the Committeemen on 
election day in getting out the vote and pre- 
venting fraudulent voting is on a par, as to 
inefficiency with that done in taking poll 
of the city’s voters. As no poll had been 
taken (and it was not to be expected that 
one could there was no verification of 
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list; so that the money which was 
the expen of watchers and 
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1,000 lengths All-wool French Henrietta 
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It could not have been otherwise, as these 
watchers and challengers were substantially 
without any information to guide them in 
making challenges. The transient gentle- 
men of color from Jefferson City or the 
South, whose votes were to have been chal- 
lenged, performed their duty to their party 
wXthout obstruction, and so with all other 
fraudulent voters. 

It may’ be thought that if the committee 
failed in this primary but essential work, 
it made up for the deficiency by the hard and 
brilliant work as campaign leaders, in form- 
ing public opinion and creating enthusiasm 
within the party. But here again we find 
that its work was largely divided with the 
organizations above mentioned and with the 
candidates for Congress in the Eleventh 
and Twelfth. Districts. 

In fact in many wards and localities from 
which persons came before us, the deponents 
seem not to have heard that the committee- 
man had anything to do with affairs of this 
sort, such, for instance, as public meetings. 
Their absence from such places was con- 
spicuous all through the campaign. No 
campaign literature was distributed by 
them. There seems to have been a tacit 
understanding among Democrats that the 
work of the committee had about ceased 
when the ticket had been completed and 
all candidates placed in the field. 

There is no question that the money fur- 
nished the Committee for campaign pur- 
poses was entirely inadequate for a thor- 
ough campaign; we find that the Committee 
could not raise the money necessary for 
this purpose. That while in former days 
the City Committee had helped to supply 
the State Committee with money for cam- 
paign purposes in other parts of the State, 
this time the State Committee was com- 
pelled to assist the City Committee with 
money for campaign purposes in St. Louis. 
We further find tha: the City Committee 
was unable to raise 'the money necessary 
to pay watchers and challengers, which 
made it necessary for a committeé@’of citi- 
zens to take this work upon themselves, 
so that through the joint efforts of the 
State Committee, the City Committee and 
such citizens’ committee, a moderate 
amount of money was realized and ex- 
pended. 

That the City Central Committee was 
ferced ‘to call upon the State Committee 
for money to pay expenses arose from ‘tthe 
fact that the City Committee thhad lost the 
confidence of the Democrats of the city, 
who would not intrust it with their con- 
tributions for party purposes. Since the 
election that want of confidence is more 
marked than ever, and is an insurmounta- 
ble obstacle to the Commititee’s successful 
management of any future campaign. 


FORM OF ORGANIZATION OBSOLETE. 

We have seen that the power vested in the 
City Central Committee is limited to fixing 
the date of primary elections in the City of 
St. Louis for State and Municipal officers, 
and to a general superintendence of the af- 
fairs of the party within said city. That by 
its constitution it is limited. to twenty-eight 
members, one from each ward, and a chalir- 
man who may or may not be a ward mem- 


ber. In our opinion this delegation of power 
to the committee is entirely too vague and 
indefinite. A committee devised for such a 

urpose should be charged with ‘the per- 

ormance of certain specific duties and 
should be required to fulfill them. Their 
necessary work should cover the primary 
points before indicated, and the constitu- 
tion or plan or organization of such com- 
mittees should be along such lines as will 
permit and encourage such work, 

It sepeers also that the present status of 
the City Commiftee is in clear violation of 
the resolution of the Democratic State Con- 
vention held in 1890, which directed that 
there should be a complete organization all 
over the State upon the precinct plan. We 
are informed that this order has been car- 
ried out in good faith in perhaps all of the 
State except St. Louis, and with entirely 
satisfactory results. We are informed and 
believe that in most, if not nearly all of the 
counties, the vote was thoroughly and suc- 
cessfully “polled, go that the estimates for- 
warded to the State Committee in regard 
to the vote in such localities proved correct 
in a remarkable degree. 

We see no reason why a work which has 
been gatisfactorily accomplished in other 
large cities in the country and throughout 
the State of Missouri, should not be suc- 
cessfully carried out in the city of St. 
Louis. We cannot undenstand why the Dem. 
ocratic Central Committee in St. Louis 
should put itself in antagonism to the or- 
ders of the State Convention and the Demo. 
cratic organization in other parts of the 
State. We believe that the carrying out in 

ood faith of the orders of said convention 

n other parts of the State secured it to the 
Demooracy in the last election, and that 
without such organization the Democracy 
would thave been defeated fn the State just 
as it was in St. Louts and other places, 
where, as throughout Missouri, large wealth 
and c rate influences are powerful and 


aggressive. 
PERSONAL CHARGES. 

Giving due weight to the facts thus found, 
it would seem purposeless and superfluous

fect the surface of the troubles to which 
our attention has been called. If we are 
right in ou« conclusions, a report as to 
such charges of misconduct would be of no 
importance, and could only serve to divert 
attention from the paramount purpose for 
which your Investigating Committee was 
created. 


THE REMEDY. 

As it appears from the foreging facts 
that the Democratic City Committee in St. 
Louis was inefficient during the late cam- 
paign and that such (dnefficiency is a neces- 
sary result from the form of its organiza- 
tion, and that it does nots possess the con- 
fidence of Democrats of St. Louis, we re- 
spectfully recommenf to the State Demo- 
cratic Central Committee that the present 
form of the party organization in St. Louis 


be dispensed with, that the members of the 
City Central Committee, who constitute 
such organization be retired, and that in 
lieu thereof the Democratic party in St. 
Louis be immediately reorganized on the 
lines laid down by the State Convention as 
aforesaid, which are in conformity with the 
most approved methods of political organ.- 
zation now in vogue. That such new organi- 
zation should be constituted by providing, 
among other things, for one Precinct Com- 
mitteeman from each precinct, to be elected 
by the Democratic voters thereof; and an 
Executive or Central Committee, elected by 
such precinct ccmmitteemen, to consist of 
fifteen members elected from the city at 
large. 

Provided, That the local nominees to be 
voted for by the whole city, shall also be 
members of said committee for the election 
at which they are nominees, and for two 
weeks thereafter, and be entitled to vote 
therein, 

That, in view of the approaching election, 
we further recommend that your committee 
should consider and determine this matter 
at as early a day as possible. 

We haye not undertaken to perfect this 

lan in all its details, but having indicated 

n a general way what we think is the plan 
best adapted to the Democratic party in 
St. Louis, we have thought it best to leave 
the details of same, in case our sugges- 
tion be followed, to be finally settled by 
your sub-committee, which has been ap- 
pointed to recefve and act on this report. It 
is to be presumed that their observations as 
to the working of a similar plan in other 
parts of the State will be of great practli- 
cal value in confirming or modifying the de- 
tails, which we expect to present as proper 
and sufficient to insure the successful work- 
ing of the plan above outlined. 

In making this recommendation we have 
gone to neither extreme in obtaining a plan. 
The present organization is one extreme. 
The plan, which provides for a full-fledged 
organization in every election precinct, with 
one or more precinct and block committee- 
men therein, is the other extreme. We have 
had the benefit of the views of the most ex- 
perienced and able party men in the city 
on these different plans, and the one we have 
selected seems to conform most closely to 
thewe-views and to fit the political sub-di- 
visions of the city. We believe that our 
election precincts are too small to warrant 
the party at this time to undertake the 
forming of a complete Democratic organ.za- 
tion in every one of them. But by the plan 
indicated we can make a great etep in ad- 
vance, By giving the central body author- 
ity to remove any precinct committeeman 
who shall fail to perform his part of the 
work according to programme, «and to ap- 
point a successor to such committeeman, 
thorough work can be relied upon. 

We are clearly of the opinton that under 
this plan the Democrats of St. Louis would 
for the first time enjoy the benefits aris- 
ing from comprehensive and united politi- 
cal action. It dispenses with ward commit- 
teemen, because, as we have shown, the 
reasons for creating them have ceased. 

The work of the central body will neces- 
sarily be in its nature supervisory and 
directive. It will be for it to lay out the 
work to be done, and to see that such 
work is performed. After furnishing a 
persons committeeman with the proper 

lanks and instructions they must rely on 
him only for the fulfillment of his duty. A 
ward committeeman with no ward matters 
to look after, since the doing away with 
the former ward offices, could only be a 
useless boss over the men expect to do 
all the real work. Such a meediess function 
would result in impairing the efficiency of 
the central body, because by the “cour- 
tesy” incident to such bodies, matters in 
each ward would be left to the committee- 
man thereof, and thereby the party would 
lose the good results to be derived from 
a central body such as here contemplated. 
For the labor of said central body is of 
such a nature that its effectiveness, as to 
its part of the work, depends almost entire- 
ly upon the judgment which determines 
what work is to be done, the skill shown in

GEN. COXEY’S NEW PLAN YOR 
GIVING OBJECT LESSONS. 
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WILL COMMENCE FEBRUARY 22. 


They Will Continue Weekly Thereafter 
Through the Country Until 
Congress Is Aroused. 


A call to the unemployed workingmen to 
assemble on Feb. 22 in their respective cities 
and towns and make demonstrations similar 
in intent to that of Coxey’s army, was the 
concluding work of the Middle-of-theRoad 
conference which closed Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Having issued their address to the people 
of the United States, which was published 
exclusively in Wednesdays’ Post-Dispatch, 
the would-be regenerators of mankind cast 


about for a constituency, and came to the 
conclusicn that only those who had time to 
spare would pay attention to their calls for 
action. The former march upon Washing- 
ton having proven a failure in point of 
numbers, ‘the conferrees decided to ask for 
no more pedestrian exercise, but to give an 
ongect jesson in every section of the coun- 
ry. 

At the request of Gen. oCxey, Mr. Waldorf 
of this city introduced a resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted, and which cails 
upon the unemploy who are willing to 
work to congregate in some public place in 
their respective cities, towns and villages 
on the date stated, there to make and listen 
to speeches and to enroll their names. 

The lists will be forwarded to Washington 
and submitted 'to the consideration to n- 
gress. The demonstration will be repeated 
weekly until the changes in financial and 
other policies suggested by Coxey’s confer- 
ence are enacted into law. 

To carry out this plan a committee was 
appointed, consisting of Gen, Coxey, Chair- 
man; Paul Vandervoort of Omaha, Carl 
Browne, John Streeter, John Dore, J. B. 
Osborn of Dallas, Tex., and J. J. Masterson 
of Girard, Kan. 

“This will be known as the grand army of 
the unemployed,” said Gen. Coxey, concern- 
ing his pr aepeowre demonstrators. 

“It will be an object lesson to all and will 
effect what I ho %0 accomplish with the 
few I took to ashington. We hope to 
muster such an array of numbers that their 
demands must be heeded or the party which 
disregards them will be annihilated.”’ 

Coxey and t's lieutenants are in grim 
earnes? and state that they will appoint 
local committees in every city, town and 
village to advertise the plan and errange for 
the meetings and will secure the services of 
prominent labor leaders and other speakers

It is not surprising. that the Draft Com- 
mittee, charged with the preparation of 
the charter for the Greater New York, 
should Have taken the St. Louis plan of 
city government as the basis of their own.

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ASSESSING STREET RAILROADS. 

It is understood that a strong effort 
will be made during the present session 
to secure legislation carrying into effect 
the suggestion made by Gov. Stephens, 
in his inaugural address, regarding the 
more thorough and effective taxation of 
public franchises. 

One point to which the Legislature 
should give its most careful atten- 
tion is the taxation of street railroad 
property. Under existing methods, espe- 
cially in the large cities like St. Louis 
and Kansas City, this property practi- 
cally escapes taxation. The chief reason 
for this is that the street railroads owm 
and run the city government. It js per- 
fectly well known to those who are well 
informed that in St. Louis the street rail- 
road influence selects practically every 
candidate for the House of Delegates, no 
matter to what party he belongs. It also 
manages to secure a majority in the 
Council. The only thing that prevents its 
controlling the Council as absolutely as 
it does the House of Delegates is the fact 
that a portion of the Councilmen are 
elected at large. The street railroad in- 
fluence also largely determines who shall 
be the candidates for Mayor and other 
city officers, on both party tickets. 
Under these circumstances, the fact 
that street railroads practically escape 
taxation is not surprising. 

The remedy is to assess street. railroad 
property precisely as other railroad prop- 
erty is assessed. It should be done by the 
State Board of Equalization. If the Leg- 
islature will enact a law at this session 
providing for this, it will remedy a great 
abuse, will largely increase the revenues 
of all the cities of the State, and will 
render it unnecessary for St, Louis to in- 
crease its bonded debt in order to make 
necessary public improvements. 

It would be proper to except from this 
method of assessment the little horse or 
mule railroads in the small towns and 
villages, which, on a small capital and 
with moderate earnings, furnish a greatly 
needed public convenience, and which do 


not meddle in politics. 


TWO SIGNIFICANT MEETINGS. 
Those who watch the trend of events 
will notice that two very significant 
meetings have just been held, one at In- 
dianapolis and the other at St.~Louis. 
The Indianapolis meeting was com- 
posed of representatives of the Money 
Power and the Railroads. It was en- 
gineered by Mark Hanna, the foe of La- 
bor, and M, E. Ingalls, the paid mouth- 
piece of law-defying railroad corpora- 
tions. It pronounced for the single gold 
standard, while pretending to be a con- 
ference to consider the money question 
in the interests of thé whole country. 
Two gold standard Members of Congress 
who took part in-Iits déliberations de- 
clared that there’ was not the slightest 
fear that the dnterests represented will 
not be able to get all they want from 
Congress, ‘‘The republic is in our hands,” 
said one of the delegates, ‘‘and not in the 
hands of Congresses or Senates.’’ Coup- 
led with this was a threat against any 
Member of Congress who should dare to 
impeach the motives of these money 
kings. And Ingalls, the railroad boss, 
asserted jubilantly that “the business 
men are going to resolve that the future 
standard of this country shall be gold.” 
In contrast with this was the little 
meeting at St. Louis, headed by Coxey, 
the despised, the absurd. This little band 
came together to try and devise some plan 
that will bring better times for the work- 
ingmen of the country. They advocated 
certain schemes, the tenor of which was 
that there should be more work for work- 
ers, who should be paid without putting 
additional burdens of taxation on the peo- 
ple. This is in contrast with the tenor of 
the Indianapolis demand, which is that 
the Money Power shall control the coun- 
try’s currency, at heavy cost to the peo- 
ple. 
The St. Louis meeting was a burlesque, 
because the workingmen were too busy 
keeping starvation from their doors to 
attend it. In the eyes of some poverty 
is always ridiculous, and extreme pov- 
erty is getting to be excruciatingly funny, 
The ragged, homeless tramp, product of 
the hard times, furnishes more jokes for 
the comic papers than all other subjects 
put together. His condition is a scream- 
ing farce.

Illiteracy and McKinleyism. 


From the Kansas City Times. 

Senator Lodge, with his usual narrowness 
of mind, has set out to prove a relationship 
between literacy and McKinleyism. To 
this end he submits an array of statistics, 
from which he argues that where the per- 
centage of illiteracy was least there was 
the greatest majority for McKinley, and 
where ‘the percentage of illiteracy was 
greatest: there was the largest majority 
against McKinley. 

The folly of such calculations needs Ht- 
tle demonstration. Massachusetts, Senator 
Lodge’s own State, gave one of the largest 
majorities for McKinley. It has a greater 
percentage of illiteracy than any State 
West of the Mississippi except two. The 
percentage of illiteracy in .- Pennsylvania 
and New York, two other great McKinley 
States, also fails to substantiate Senator 
Lodge. 

The most absurd refutation of his theory, 
however, appears in the South. There 
were the great majorities against McKinley. 
There were also the largest percentages of 
illiteracy. But the negroes are the illiter- 
ates of the South, and the negroes voted 
solidly for McKinley. 

A further investigation of the theory of 
Senator Lodge would be interesting. 
would show that in the large citi@s, where 
McKinley got his vest majorities, the ne 
groes and bummers voted for him, while 
the intelligent union workingman voted 
against McKinley. And im the country 


’ where the people are the best of citizens, 


the opposition to McKinley Was strongest. 

There is a good reason, however, for the 
fact that the illiterates and moral degener- 
ates voted for McKinley. They were the 
class that money could buy.

BLACK MARIA OUTRAGE. 
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POLICE STOOD UP FOR HIM. 


Commissioners Heard the Evidence in 
the Presence of a Number of 
Prominent Women.

Michael Lynam was dismissed from the 
police force at 1:10 p. m. Thursday. 

It was on account of his failure to pro- 
kect two white women from the assaults of 
hegro men in the black maria on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 23. 

Lynam fought the charges bitterly, and 
was recommended to the board by M#@j. Har- 
rigan as one of the most competent men on 
the force, But he had no evidence, save 
his own statement, that he was not guilty. 

At 3:30 a. m. Dec. 23 Blanche Reeves and 

aisy Daly were assaulted in the Black 

latia by two or three negroes, who muti- 

Gated their bodies. The complaint was that 
Officer Lynam, who occupied a position at 
» end of the van, had been appealed to to 
eave the women from “the ravishes of the 
Diack men, and that instead of offering the 
women assistance, he told them they were 
ectting what they deserved. 

Two negroes were identified by the girls 
gs their assailants, but Judge Murphy would 
not accept their evidence. The police made 
no effort to correborate the statements of 
the women. 

Leading women took the matter up and 
charges were preferred against Lynam. 

The board should have met at 9 a. m., but 
it was 11:30 before Lynam was brought in. 

The more prominent of the women's so- 
cleties in the city were r@presented at the 


trial. These were the cocieties which agi- 
tated the matter and are instrumental in 
having charges preferred against Lynam. 

Mre, A. M. Johnson represented the W. 
C, T. U.;: Mrs. Werth, Political Economic 
League; Mrs. Julia Cunningham, West End 
Benevolent Society, and Mrs. Wm. Hiell, 
Women’s Humane Society. Rev. Ella Bart- 
lett of the Universalist Church was also 
present. 


These ladies occupied seats in the room of 
the Board of Police Commissioners during 
the trial. All of them took notes, intending 
to report to their respective societies the 
evidence adduced. 

Patrolman Michael Lynam was first called. 
Tie said he had been on the police force 
twenty-six years, and for the last twenty 
years had been the officer in charge of the 

lack maria. 

Chief Harrigan gave the board Lynam’s 
record of Geporiment, During the twenty- 
eix years only two charges were preferred 
against him. One was for abusing a Citizen, 
of which charge he was honorably »cquit- 
ted, and the other for permitting a prisoner 
to escape. For that he was fined NS. 

Then Lynum told of the cccurrence in the 
black maria, for which he-was op trial, Ac- 
eording to Lynam the interior of the black 
maria is a pandemonium each night from the 
time thev leeve the Chestnut etreet police 
etaition until they arrive at the Four Courts. 
Between 3 and 4a. m., Dec. 23, was no ex- 
ception. He heard the women yelling and 
thought no more of it than usuai. He heard 
Bianche Reeves and Daisy Daly cai, * For 
God's sake, officer, save us,’’ but he thought 
they were joking. The girls were standing 
@gainst the door and Lynam says he tcld 
them to get away, so he could throw the 
light in, but they did not get away. 

Daisy Daly was the next witness. She said 
@ehe and Blanche Reeves were arrested the 
night of Dec. 22 while standing in the door- 
way of Ella Mason’s house on Clark avenue 
and locked up at the Chestnut Street Police 
etation. At 3:30 a. m. they were placed in the 
biack maria to he taken to the Four Courts. 
The van was crowded with men. Witness 
and -Blanche Reeves were crowded up 
against the door of the van by two er three 
negroes who began an assault upon them. 
They called to Officer Lynam to assist them. 
Daisy said that Lynam’s reply was: 

“You deserve all you are getting for being 
where you are,”’ 

Witness and Blanche Reeves begged him 
to turn the light into the van, open the 
door or do something to save them, but 
while they were pleading for mercy from 
the officer the negroes kissed them and mu- 
tilated their bodies with their hands. These 
outrages continued until the Four Courts 
was reached. 

Blanche Reeves told substantially the 
same story as that told by the Daly woman. 

Lynam then said that the reason he did not 
open the door was that had he done so some 
of the prisoners might haye escaped. 
minutes later Lynam sao in support of 
his statement that the gitls had not been 
assaulted, and all of the prisoners were 
Pandcuffed so that they could not escape.

NEW BILL IN PREPARATION. 


Pian Suggested of a Presidential Com- 
mission to Make a General 
Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—The House Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads decided to-day 
to reopen the question of a settlement with 
the roads. A sub-committee was appoinied 
to consider the presentation of a substi- 
tute for the defeated Powers bill In the 
line of Mr. Harrison’s plan for a commis- 
sion’ to be appointed by the President to 
represent the Government: and make a set- 
tlement. There will be a hearing on the 
question next Wednesday. 


SYNDICATE READY. 


Morgan and the Vanderbilts Will 
Make a Big Bid. 


NEW. YORK, Jan, 14.—Reports were in 
circulation last night that the Union Pacific 
Reorganization Committee, having now 
within its control nearly all of the bonds 
and stock of the company by means of the 


agreement under which they were depos- 
ited. is ready to pay a fair gum for the 
road from Omaha to Ogden. The pro- 
gramme is said to be to take up the Gov- 
ernment bonds on both the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific roads so as to give them a 
through line to the coast. According to 
the report, the support of the Vanderbilts 
and J. Pierpont Morgan is expected to be 
obtained. In fact, if it is carried out, they 
may head the syndicate that furnishes the 
necessary capital, for the Vanderbilt roads 
would sé@cure a through line from Omaha 
to San Francisco. 

This would give a system from Boston 
and New York to the Pacific Coast and it 
would constitute the strongest system in 
the country. The Vanderbilts are said to

END OF JOHN BOWMAN, THE DES- 
PERATE EX-CONVICT. 


OF CRIME. 


HIS) RECORD 


Served Three Terms in the Missouri 
Penitentiary and Was a Work- 
House Prisoner at His Death. 


John Bowman, a nowrious criminal and 
three times an inmate of the Missouri peni- 
tentiary, died with his boots off at the City 
Hospital about 9 o’clock Thursday morning. 

Pneumonia and not*hanging, as many pre- 
dicted, Was the cause of death. 

Bowman died as he had lived *he greater 
part of his long life, a prisoner. 

Although a patient at the City Hospital, 
he was carried there from the Work-house 
where he was serving out a $600 fine im- 
posed by Judge Peabody in Police Court. 

Bowman has been in many tight places. 
Several bullet wounds have left indelible 
scars on his body, but a sickness of four 
days’ duration carried him off. 

Bowman’s greatest claim to notoriéty lay 
in the fact tha't was the first man ever 
convicted in Misspuri under the Habitual 
Criminal Act. 

That was in 1890. The law had just been 

assed when the redoutable Bowman burg- 
arized Michael's pawn shop at 94 Franklin

Previous to this Bowman had served a 
three-year term for robbing a wholesale shoe 
house on Anna street, soon after he had been 
released from a five-year sentence for bur- 
blary and larceny. 

His record in other cities was as bad as 
in St. Louls, and he has served time in a 
ny of the States prisons in the coun- 


Bowman was born in New York 57 years 
ago, although he did not look over 40, Little 
is known of his early life, but he was a 
thief of national reputation before he was 
25 years of age. 

Besides being an expert burglar, Bowman 
was an excellent machinist and invented 
and manufactured many tools used to force 
doors and windows and turn locks, 

He was a perfectly fearless man and the 
officer that captured him, when he was 
in his prime, without a hard fight, was 
lucky. 

About a month ago Bowman came to St. 


When searched at the Cen- 
tral Police Station the finest set of burglar 
tools ever seen in St. Louis was found 
concealed under his clothes. 

This collection is now in possession of 
Chief Desmond. 

After his arrest it was found impossible 
to connect him with any special robbery, 
and he was sent to the Police Court charged 
with idling and carrying burglar tools.

FOURTH OF THEM HOMELESS. 


Men in a Position to Know Tell of the 
Destitution Among Work- 
ingmen. 


ee ee 


The appearance of six hundred workmen 
at the Century building early Monday morn- 
ing, anxious for work, was a etriking evi- 
dence of the condition of labor in St. Louis, 

David Kreyling, president of the Trades 
and Labor Union, estimates that there are 
fully 20,000 men in this city out of work. 

Police Captain Peter Joyce says that 5,000 
of these unfortunates have no homes. The 


plight of the other 15,000 is even more <dis- 
tressing because the home carries with it 
the responsibility of a suffering damily. 

Five persons is the average number in 
each home. On that basis there would be 
75,000 persons in need because the supply of 
labor exceeds the demand. 

Fifteen thousand bread winners out of 


-weork, each with four mouths to feed and 


bodies to clothe and house; 6,000 homeless 
men, with no one dependent on them; a total 
of 80,000 persons in privation, is the start- 
fing condition of affairs which competent 
e@uthorities hold exists tn St. Lou's. 

These figures are considered conservative 
by David Kreyling, president of the Trades 
and Labor Union, by Street Commissioner 
A. N. Milner, who comes in contact with 
— seeking employment, and by Capt. 

oyce, Who has had years of experience with 
the city’s unemployed during his service in 
the old Third District, where the poorer 
classes mostly reside. 

The idle men in the city would form an 
army 20,000 strong. With their families they 
would form a city of 80,000 population.

Chief of Police Harrigan says that the de- 
pressed business conditions and the inability 
of honest artisans to secure work is mainly 
respons-ble for the prevalence of crime. 

Some of the destitute have sought suste- 
mance from the refuse of large hotels and 
gsnarket places. At certain hours of the day 
hungry-looking men gather about the garb- 
age barvels in the rear of the Planters’ and 
Boutherf Hotels. Forlorn women and chil- 
dren, With baskets hover about the market 

laces and commission houses for meats, 
ruits and vegetables thrown in the trash 
barrels. Beggars are increasing on the 
streets, and at the restaurants and private 
homes. Tobacco users, reduced to straight- 
ened circumstances, seek to 1 <ggaae their 
e@ppetites by scraping together scraps 
thrown in the alleys near the great tobacco 
factories. 

There are many in extreme want, how- 
ever, who will not stoop to the gutter for 
food. They are those who have been in bet- 
ter circumstances. They scorn to beg and 
are too honest to steal. These suffer most. 
Mr. Kreyling recalls incidents where fami- 
lies have gone for three days without a mor- 
gel of food before ‘they would beg or seek aid 
from a charitable institution. 

The stagnation of business has well-nig 
demoralized organized labor.

WOMEN SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


A Law to Create School Boards of Both 
Sexes. 


The Woman’s Political Economy League, 
which is the Woman’s Bryan Club under @ 
new name, has had drawn up a pill, to be in- 
troduced into the State Legislature, provid- 
ing that all bodies of School Directors in the 


State shall be composed of an equal number 
of men and women. The League is also cir- 
culating a petition asking for this reform. 

A delegation of ladies will go to Jefferson 
City with the petition and bill. It is not 
settled yet what member will be asked to in- 
troduce the bill, but the ladies are confident 
of finding one to takeitin hand. The bill is 
as follows:

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ROSCOE M’KENZIE’S DEATH FROM 
A STRANGE MALADY. 


WAS OUT OF ALL PROPORTION. 


The Upper Part of the Body Shriveled 
While His Legs Grew to 
Enormous Size.

In a little shanty boat on the river bank 


near Destrehan street lies the dea l body of 


4-year-old Roscoe McKenzie. 

Ilix case is one of the strangest that ever 
puzzled the physicians of North St. Louts. 
The head and upper portions of the body 
had the appearance of an aged and de- ] 
crepit dwarf. The face was old-looking and 


shriveled; the eves were large and unnatur- 
ally bright. The body, while small and 
shrunken, had fully matured, but had not 
developed. The arms were long and thin, 
and the hands and fingers, while they were 
emall, had no appearance of youth, The. 
nails, instead of being pink and tender, were 
e and brittle. 
Pee the ines limbs fastened to the little 
ehrivel: d body were the most unique pair of 
legs that Dr. Randall ever saw. They were 
large, immense in comparison with the 
rest of the body. They .were not dispro- 
portionately long, but it seemed as if the 
entire strength of the little body had been 
appropriated by the nether limbs. Che 
child’s legs weighed considerably more than 
@ rest of the body. : 
we, hy Edward F. Randall of 3621 North 
Eleventh street said the case first came un- 
der“his observation two weeks ago. While 
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was looking at some dwarf at least 60 years 
old. 
“I took the child in my arms and was 45- 
tonished at its weight: I mentioned this — 
as I did so, the shawl became disarrange 
and the lower limbs were exposed. They 
were abnormally. large for a child of that 
age, even had it heen enjoying the best of 
health. They were nearly the same size 
their entire Jength. The skin was pink and 
the flesh locked healthy. I could make an 
impresston with my finger and the indention 
would remain for some time and not spring 
hack at once as is the case with’ healthy 
esn. 
a a week before the child died it was 
totally blind. The eyes retained their luster 
and did not lose expression. This wae due to 
degeneration of the brain. It simply de- 
caved. The optie nerve decayed W th the 
brain and loss of action went with it. 
“The only thing I can attribute the strange 
malady to is a remarkable case of tonicity. 
This is the loss of the power of the muscles 
to maintain contraction. The muscles were 
not powerful enough to force the blood 
through arteries. The heart was weak and 
while it kept up its work in a perfunctory 
wavy it was not powerful enough to overcome 
the jaws of gravity: The blood settled in the 
lower portion of the body owing to the im- 
proper circulation. This accounts for the 
remarkable development of the legs and the 
consequent shriveling of the remainder of 
the body. There was no treatment that I 
know of that would overcome the trouble.

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DR. FELIX GARCIA DISCOVERS A 
NEW DISEASE. 


GAS POISONING. 


CHRONIC 


Imperceptible Leakage of the Illumi- 
nating Fluid Is Causing Wide- 
spread Sickness. 


Dr. Fellx W. Garcia, the well-known eur- 
geon and chemist, has discovered a new 
disease. 

F’rom researches made at his office and 
home and from close obsec-eittion in his 
daily practice, he has reachel the conclu- 
sion that thousands of people in St. Louis 
are victims of chronic gas poiscning. 

He has treated @ number of cases re- 
cently which lead him to believe that the 
leakage of illuminating gas from mains and 
pipes is a constant menace to the city’s 
health, and that it is the cause of a dis- 
tinctive malady which he has named efflu- 
vium anaemia. 

Dr. Garcia is a physician of excellent 
standing in South St. Louis. He has writ- 
ten a number of treatises for the best medi- 
cal journals, He has been a close student

TO CHANGE MOTIVE POWER. 


People’s Line Will Be Run by the Trol- 
ley System. 


Robert C. Barr of East Orange, N. J., who 
has been in St. Louis negotiating the pur- 
chase of stock in the People’s Railway Co., 
left for East Orange Thursday, having 
closed the deal. 

He will return shortly, when plans for 


changing the property from a cable to an 
electric road will be pushed. The People’s 
and the Fourth Street and Arsenal] roads, 
under the same management, will then be 
operated from one power house. 

President Charles Green of the company 
has long desired to change the motive power 
on the People’s. Almost a year ago he vis- 
ited Washington, D. C., to inspect the un- 
derground trolley line there with a view to 
introducing the system on his road, 

The need of a change arose from the fact 
that the company has been losing about 
$200 a day ever since the Compton Heights 
division of the Lindell was built out Park 
avenue. Mr. Green originally had afranchise 
for a road out Park avenue, from Mississip- 
pi avenue, and tracks were laid over the 
right of way. He later abandoned the fran- 
chise and removed the tracks, preferring to 
use the one he had for the right of way 
over Mississippi avenue, Lafayette and 
Grand. 

The choice was unfortunate,as out Lafay- 
ette avenue the houses are only three and 
four to the block, and the residents, having 
carriages of their own, seldom patronize 
street car lines, Then the Lindell paralleled 
the People’s road from Mississippi avenue 
to Grand, and being an electric road be- 
soe, cut largely into the profits of the Peo- 
ple’s, 

The result was that the road defaulted a 
year ago on payment of taxes to the city, 
and recently defaulted om its last interest 
payment on its bonds, due partially to the 
harm done it by the tornado. The bonds are 
held by the Rumseys and other friends of 
en who are willing to protect the 
road. 

Last year Mr. Green, in an effort to re- 
deem his property, tried to secure a fran- 
chieze from the Municipal Assembly for an 
electric belt road to operate over the Peo- 
ple’s tracks on Lafayette avenue and 
Fourth street, and on the Lindell’s from 
Fourth and Washington avenue to Eligh- 
teenth street and Lafayette avenue. e 
failed in this, and after further efforts to 
ee the road through, found it necessary to 

ring in outside capital, which he did by in- 
teresting Mr. Barr of East Orange, N. J. 
‘Mr. Barr and Mr. Green rode over the 
line Wednesday, inspecting the property. 


DULL IN POLICE COURT. 


Judge Peabody Moralizes Thereon to 
His Own Satisfaction. 


Thursday was the dullest day for many 
years in the First District Police Court. 
There were only 20 cases on the docket, and 
the business was disposed of in less than 


an hour. 

On the corresponding day in 1896 there 
were 72 cases docketed, and the daily aver- 
age for the year is about 80. 

Judge Peabody was at a loss to account 
for the remarkable falling off. ut when 
he put his brain to work he evolved severa] 
Fg any one of which might be accep- 
table. 

“Some people who pretend to know,” said 
the Judge, “‘say that there is always a big 
falling off in cases after the holidays, but I 
never saw it that way. The records will 
not bear out that theory. In January,.189%6, 
we tried an average of 72 cases; daily. 

“‘Now, my idea is that there is less crime 
than heretofore. These Police Court crim- 
inals*have found out by experience that they 
will be punished without fear or favor when 
they are brought before me, and they are 
careful to avoid doing anything that will 
bring them here. I think my official acts 
have a tendency to suppress crime.” 

A bystander asked the Judge if it were 
not possible that the police were a Httle 
lax about bringing in a certain class of 
criminals owing to the manner which Judge 
Murphy, in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, discharged the defendants and scored 
the police. 

“Now, there may be something in that,”’ 
replied Judge Peabody. “It is true he has 
discharged a number of criminals whom I 
convicted. And they mchly deserved all I 
gave them. His manner of turning them 
loose would naturally discourage the po- 
lice. But I think there is less crime in 
St. Louis now than for many years back.”’ 


BRUTALITY CHARGED. 


Two Policemen Accused of Having 
Beaten a Negro. 


Attorney George M. Fickheissen applied 
for a warrant Thursday charging assault 
and battery against Patrolmen Richards 
and Hantey of the Seventh District. He rep- 
resents Bob Turner, an aged negro in the 


employ of Dr. McIntyre, residing near Pine 
street and Garrison avenue. 

According to Fickhetssen, Turner was ar- 
rested several days ago by Richards and 
Hanley on suspicion of petit larceny. There 
was nothing suspicious about the negro ex- 
cept a bundle containing his lunch, which he 
carried under his arm. When arrested Tur- 
ner protested his innocence. The policemen 
set upon him with their clubs and when 
taken to the station he was unconscious 
from the severe blows he had received about 
the head. He was locked up and held for 
three hours white the police made an effort 
to rake up some charge against Turner. 
Failing to find anything upon which to 
base a charge Turner was released. 

His brain was so confused, however, that 
he wandered about several hours before he 
finally reached Dr. McIntyre’s house.

TESTIMONY OF AGENT BURNS IN 
THE COUNTERFEITING CASE. 


A LONG CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Expert Chetham Testifies as to the 
Camera and Plates in the 
Pendleton Avenue House. 


a 


The big counterfeiting trial drew a large’ 
numiber of persons to the United States Dis- 
trict Court Thursday morning. The defend- 
ants, Dr. Adella Walters of 1521 Pendleton 
avenue; her father, William H. Jemmett, 
of 2626 Glasgow avenue, and Ralph and 
Walter Creese, were in their places behind 
their attorneys when court convened, ap- 
parently not upset by the showing which the 
Government made Wednesday afternoon. 

Secret Service Operative William Burns, 
the first witness for the Government, who 
told Wednesday of the raid on the Pendleton 
avenue house and showed the camera, plates 
of $20 and $10 bills and other countraband 
articles seized, resumed his testimony 


Thursday morning. 

Burns said that while he and other detec- 
tives were searching Dr. Walters’ house, 
Walter Creese, clad in the uniform of a Lin- 
dell Railway conductor, eaijed and was ar- 
rested. 

Attorney McQuillan conducted the cross- 
examination. He asked Burns how long he 
had ‘been at work on the case. He said he 
took hold of it in October, 1895, when Adam 
Uirich,. the informer, notified the Secret 
Service that he had been approached by the 
defendants to assist them in counterfeiting. 

Burns said that Ulrich worked under him, 
by direction of William P. Hazen, chief of 
the Secret Service, and that Ulrich reported 
to him on the progress of the case at least 
once a week. Burns in turn reported to 
Hazen and gave Ulrich directions about 
once a day. Ulr ch reported to ree every 
time that Ralph Creese visited Ulrich in 
Cincinnati. 

Burns said he and Ulrich worked on the 
case for a long time before théy came to 
St. Louis. Ulrich and Burns came to St. 
Louis Jan. 30, 1896, and stayed a few days. 
Ulrich returned June 13, and remained until 
June 16. He came back on June 19 and 
remained until the house was raided July 1. 

“Is it not true, Mr. Burns, that you and 
Chief Hazen hurried up Ulrich in order to 
make a case?’ asked Mr. McQuillan. 

“Toward the last, yes.” 

“Do not your reports to the department 
at Washington close June 30?" 

This question brought Mr. Clopton to his 
feet with objections and the question was 
ruled out. 

In answer to questions, Burns said he 
entered the secret service in 1890. Prior 
to that he had been in the Furlong secret 
service, and at an earlier day he worked 
with his father in Columbus, O., as a tailor. 
Burns seid he first saw Adam Ulrich in the 
Ohio penitentiary fn the '70’s, Ulrich serving 
time for counterfeiting. : 

“What is Ulrich’s position?’ asked Mc- 
Quillan, ‘ 

“He is known asaninformant. There are 
a number in the service. They &re appoint- 
ed by the chief.”’ 

“Does Ulrich receive daily wages?’’ 

“He does." 

By Judge Philips: ‘Is he paid according 
to the services rendered, or is it a contin- 
uous employment?’ ' 

‘It is a continuous employment.’’ 

Lawyer McQuillan tried to get Burns to 
adm? that’ while the defendants paid U)- 
rich’s fare for frequent trips between Cin- 
cinnati and Dayton, O., in the interest of 
the counterfeiting acheme, the government 
also paid Ulrich for his trips. urns said 
that the governmen: did not pay Ulrich’s 
fare, because the defendants had done 80, 

Burns said that Ulrich received in all $60 
from the defendants for his services in help- 
ing them to do counterfeiting. It developed 
that Ulrich went #0 Dayton, O., to see the 
Driggses, noted counterfeiters and plate en- 
@ravers, i 

Burne said he directed Ulrich to take coun. 
terfeiting tools 2% the Pendleton avenue 
ae ny dd you tell him to take counter- | 
feiting tools to that house?’ : 

“Recause the defendants told Ulrich that 
they hada counterfeiting plant in Southwest 
Missouri which they wanted him to visit in 
order to touch up plates. He said he would 
have to go to Cincinnati to get his tools. 
We were anxious to learn where the plant 
in the Southwest was located, and I told 
Ulrich to get his tools after I had reported 
to the chief. Ulrich got his tools and re- 
port at the Pendleton avenue house for 
work, but they did not take him to the plant 
in Southwest Missouri. 

Mr. Burns insisted that the secret service 
never intended to let Ulrich touch up plates,

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bility of the witness by showing that 
Burns swore to a warrant for ‘“‘Adam Mil- 
ler,’ although ‘the well knew that Miller 
was the informant Ulrich. 

“The credibility of the witness,’’ said 
Judge Philips’ with fine scorn. “I don’t 
think it affects the credibility of the wit- 
ness. It is all chaff. The time of the 
court is too valuable.’’ 

Attorney Sutherland, representing two of 
the defendants, Dr. Walters and her father, 
Jemmett, started to cross-examine Burns 
as McQuillan was attorney for the Creeses. 
Judge Philips objected, but finally let Suth- 
erland go on with a warning not to be too 
prolix. : 

Sutherland directed his questions to the 
little comedy in the Pendleton avenue house 
while the detectives were searching it. 
Steve Jennnett, Dr. Walters’ brother, called 
and said he wanted the doctor to see a 
sick workman. Dr. Walters was summoned 
and she prescribed for Steve, even forcing 
him to take medicine. Then Steve said that 
he wanted the medicine for some one else. 
Sutherland tried to establish ‘hat Dr. Wal- 
Ree had been treating her brother for some 

me. 

The Government’s second witness was 
Charles Chetham, manager of the St. Louls 
Photo Engraving Co. Chetham told what 
photo engraving was and qualified as an 
expert in the business. He said the cam-’ra 
seized in Dr. Walters’ house was a first- 
class instrument. 

Chetman gaid that in June last he gave to 
the young man who visited his place a pre- 
scription for a preparation which would 
transfer an impression from a negative pho- 
tograph plate to a copper plate. He identi- 
fied a card which he gave the young man as 
the one on which he wrote the prescrip- 
tion. The card was found by Burns in 
Ralph Creese’s vest, but Chetham could not 
identify the young man who visited him as 
one of the defendants. 

District Attorney Clopton handed Chetham 
certain copper plates seized in the Pendle- 
ton avenue house, and asked the witness to 
show how the impression was transferred 
from the camera plate to the copper one. 
Chetham used the captured camera to give 
the illustration, which he accompanied with 
a scientific explanation. He found among 
the articles seized all the chemicals neces- 
sary for making the transfer. 

Chetham testified that among the chemi- 
cals was a full set of acids for etching 
work. If the etching work was well done 
there was no need for a skilled artist to 
touch up the plate. Chetham explained 
whav each chemical found in the house was 
used for in photo-engraving and showed 
that a mirror which was seized could play 
an important part in the taking of a trans- 
posed negative. 

In the cross-examination Mr. Sutherland 
for the defense devoted considerable time 
to two glass plates from which photographic 
negatives had been erased. Mr. Chetham 
testified that there remained on the plates 
certain figures which were facsimiles of the 
medallion and the scroll work, also of the 
letters ‘ r s’’ of a Treasury note. Mr. 
Chethanr did not think that the figuring 
could be produced by anything but a Treas. 
urv note. ™ 

Chetham was asked by Mr. McQuillan on 
cross-examination if there was anything 
among the articles seized that would not be 
used by a photographer in legitimate busi- 
ness. Chetham answered ves, and said a 
general photographer would have no use for 
a printing frame and several chemicals 
which were on the table. 

One of the charges against the defendants 
is that they made photographs of bills, and 
McQuillan directed his questions toward 
proving that a negative was not a photo- 


graph. 
When Chetham was excused Mrs. Annie 
Jemmett, sister-in-law of Dr. Walters, and 
daughter-in-law of old man Jemmett, was 
called as a witness for the Government. 
She testified that on one occasion she saw 
in the basement of Dr. Walters’ residence 
a glass plate which was a picture of a ten 
dollar bil. She retracted her statement and ‘ 
ay she was not sure it was a picture of a, 
Attorney Sutherland then had a tiff with 
Judge Philips, that caused some amuse- 
ment.

This morn- 
ing the hotels and outside headquarters of 
the various candidates are crowded with 
politicians, from county bosses to ward 
heelers, and ‘who are plugging for all they 
are wor’h in the interest of their respective 
candidates. Two-thirds of the number, 
however, are enrolled under the banner of 
Martin Madden, the unsavory candidate 
of the machine. So far there have 
been no indications that the incoming na- 
tional administration has exerted its in- 
fluence for or against anyone concerned in 


the contest, although pridt to the St. Lauis 
Convention Madden was one of the noisiest 
and most vindictive anti-McKinleyites in 
the State. 


Representatives of ali the candidates for 
Senator held a meeting in Col. Clark E. 
Carr’s headquarters last night and agreed 
that the caucus should be held to-night. Mr. 
Mason was represented by Mr. Daugherty 
of Peoria; Mr. Madden by E. R. Brainerd 
of Chicago; Col. Carr by Mr. Murdock of 
Knox: Mr. Hitt by Senator Aspinwall; Mr. 
Littler by Mr. Selby of Sangamon, and Mr, 
Allerton by Mr. Williams. 


This programme has been changed this 
morning, however. There was an all-night 
conference held by Martin B. Madden's lieu- 
tenants, including National Comitteeman 
Jamieson and Congressman Lorimer. At 
the conclusion of the council F. R. Brain- 
ard of Chicago, a leading Madden man, said 
the Madden forces would stand by their can. 
didate to the finish. ‘‘We found no sign of 
weakne:s, and resolved to make a finish fight 
of it,” he added.

GRAIN RATES 
MAY BE LOWERED. 


BIG SHIPMENTS INDICATE CON- 
CESSIONS BY THE ROADS. 


CHICAGO ALREADY STARTED. 


Visit of Six Missouri Pacific and Bur- 
lington Shipping Agents Proba- 
bly Productive of Good Results. 


The Western trunk lines leading into St. 
Louis are said to be preparing to make a 
big cut in grain rates. 

Operators on ‘Change have been expect- 
ing some such action for some time. De- 
velopments within the past few days lead 
them to believe that the cut will be made 
shortly. 

The first indication of a slash in rates was 
the saie of large quantities of grain by lo- 


cal elevator men. Within the past dew 
days a prominent local exporter sold 1,000,- 
000 bushels of corn short, out of the Buri- 
ington Elevator. Similar sales were made 
for shipments over other lines. 

Those who see in these sales indications 
of an approaching cut in grain rates argue 
that shipments of such magnitude would 
not be made at this season unless the ship- 
per had some assurance from the railroad 
that he would be objeto replace the grain 
shipped at a profit. e elevator who sells 
1,009,000 bushels of grain must replace it or 
remain short that amount. 

With an assurance that he will be given a 
low freight rate on grain bought to fill the 
shortage, he can make such a sale profita- 
bly. ese sales are always Srequent be- 
fore & cut in rates. Those now being made 
are cousidered a good indication that some 
decisive action on the rate question will be 
taken by the railroads. 

The position of those who are looking for 
a cut is strengthened by the fact that’ 
Chicago trunk lines have been cutting grain 
rates for some time. 

Last Monday the Wabash issued a circu- 
lar notifying the Western trunk lines that 
it would make a cut of 1% cents a hundred 
on east-bound corn. The new rate will be 
effective next y. This means that 
other lines will have to meet the cut or 
suffer loss, 

Right on the heels of these indications 
came the visit of six prominen®? Missouri 
Pacific and Burlington shipping agents, as 
told in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch. The 
sextette kept their movements here pretty 
dark, but they are known 2% have visited 
the general offices of the Missouri ific 
and the Burlington. They all left town early 
Thursday morning. 

These men would be greatly benefited by a 
cut in more ways than one. It would in- 
crease the volume of their~business and put 
them on better terms with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Each of the firms 
they represent has a territory within which 
it Is authorized to buy grain for shipment 
over the Missouri Pacific or the Burlington. 
Under the interstate commerce law the roads 
are not permitted to give these agents a 
lower rate than that named in the tariff, or 
to sive them a rebate or other compensation 
outsiae of their commissions. The railroads 
have Leen in the habit of compensating the 
agents by paying them elevator charges on 
grain which never goes into the elevators. 

As already published in the Post-Dispatch, 
a bill will be introduced into the Legislat- 
ure during the present session aimed to pre- 
vent practices of this kind, which cannot be 
prevented under the terms of the interstate 
conimerce Jaw. 

It is believed that the railroads are getting 
ready to put themselVes in such a position 
as to be able to court investigation. They 
can only do this by making their freight 
rate reductions appear in their regular tar- 
iffs as such and eliminating the present so- 

led ‘“‘elevator charges.”’ 

The pressure brought to bear by the Mer- 
chants + eas pms ay to prevent discrimination 
against St. Louis in favor of gulf exporting 
points is also thought to be one of the causes 
of the contemplated cut. By lowering the 
grain rate to St. Louis the Western roads 
will destroy the foundation of the ch e of 
discrimination. If the cut is permanent the 
discrimination will be removed and St. Louis 
will be on a par with gulf ports.

HAS ABANDONED 
HIS CONTEST. 


JUDGE EDMUNDS CONCEDES THE 
ELECTION OF JUDGE TALTY. 


HIS GAINS WERE QUITE SMALL. 


Says the Recount Shows a Fair Elec- 
tion and a General Knowledge 
of the Australian Ballot. 


—— 


Judge Henry L. Edmunds has abandoned 
his contest of the election of Judge John A. 
Talty. : 

He has notified the Board of Election Com. 
missioners that ft will not be necessary 
to proceed with the count of the rejected 
ballots.He will notify Judge Hirzel of the St. 
Louis County Court of his intention Thurs- 
day and ask him to throw the case out of 


court. 

Judge Edmunds abandoned the case solely 
because the count as far as it progressed 
did not result as he thought it would. It 
was only when he found that the count could 
not possibly give him enough votes to over- 
come Judge Talty’s majority of 1,076 that 
he decided to withdraw. 

When seen Thursday morning Judge Ed- 
munds said: 

“T have decided to withdraw my contest. 
The count of rejected ballots in the Third, 
Fifth. Seventh, Twenty-first, Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fifth Wards, where the Electors’ 
ticket appeared on the ballot, did not result 
as I thought ft would. While I regained 
a number of votes on the recount the num- 
ber was not sufficient to overcome Judge 
Talty’s majority. After these warde had 
been carefully canvassed a recount of tie 
rejected ballots in certain precincts in other 
wards was made with a view to determine 
whether the election had been legally con- 
ducted. 

“Sample precincts were taken [n_ the 
Fifth, Eighth, Twentieth, Twenty-second, 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-eighth Wards. I 
found my gains very slight. 1 would gain 
two or three votes in one precinct and 
Judge Talty would gain a similar number 
in another precinct.” 

Speaking of-the general result of the re- 
count, Judge Edmunds said: “In every 
ward and precinct recanvassed we found 
that the judges and clerks had performed 
their duties faithfully. The count in most 
cases had been accurate. 

“We found also that the voters seem to 
undgrstand the Australian ballot system 
well. I have no hesitation in saying that 
the election was the fairest ever held in St. 
Louis so far as the vote and count are con- 
cerned. 

“Now that I have abandoned my contest 
I wish to say that throughout the count 
my relations with Judge Talty and his rep- 
resentatives were most pleasant. Every- 
one connected with the Board of Election 
Commissioners was prompt and obliging. I 
never saw a work of such magnitude done 
in a more systematic manner.” 

Judge Edmunds will resume his regular 
law practice and has opened a temporary 
office in the Laclede building. 


MRS. WEBER WON. 


The “Drummer Poet” Ordered to Pay 
Her $35 a Month. 


The Weber maintenance suit, which has 
occupied the time of Judge Fisher's court 
for two days, was disposed of Wednesday 
afternoon, as was told in the late editions of 
Post-Dispatch. Judge Fisher decided that 


the ‘“‘Drummer Poet,”’ Geo. L. Weber, had 
no good grounds for leaving his wife, 
Bertha, and ordered him to pay $35. per 
month toward her support. 

The testimony given by Mrs. Weber and 
her daughters was salacious in the extreme, 
especially that portion regarding Miss Leona 
A. Knight-Brandt, otherwise ‘‘Bay Leaf.’’ 
It was expected that Weber would come 
back at them with some sensational counter- 
charges. He had promised as much, but 
only succeeded in killing his own case by 
talking too much. All along he tossed nose- 
gays at himself, and on one occasion he de- 
clared ‘‘my face is my trade mark.” He did 
not claim that his face was this fortune, al- 
though he admitted that he was financially 
“broke.”’ 

The most amusing witness*was W. TF. 
Kahre, a druggist at 1301 Geyer avenue. He 
was a witness for Mr. Weber, and had lived 
in the Weber home at 4112 St. Vincent ave- 
nue for three weeks. When asked if he was 
a boarder there he said he was not, but had 
been a guest, as he was at that time court- 
ing Weber’s youngest daughter, Miss Lil- 
lian, at present Mrs. Carl Victor of Evans- 
ville, Ind. 

When Kahre made this statement he 
blushed furiously, and Mrs. Victor hung her 
head to escape the glances of the crowd. The 
cross-examination did not bring out the dif- 
ferences which led to the estrangement of 
the young people, but it is sufficient to say 
that Miss Lillian “shook’’ the druggist for 
her present husband, a professional strong 
man, who styles himself the “‘Sandow of In- 
diana.’’ 

A number of witnesses of more or less im- 
portance were placed upon the stand to pass 
judgment upon the family relations of the 
Webers. None of them threw any additiona] 
light upon the Knight-Brandt episode, but 
all spoke well for Mrs. Weber. In fact, 
Weber himself did this, and his testimony 
clinched the case against him, 


INDUCEMENT TO BE GOOD. 


Two-Thirds Good Behavior Rule 
Wanted at the Work-House. 


The Legislature will be asked to pass an 
act putting the “two-thirds rule” in effect 
at the St. Louls Work-house. 

Supt. Nic Karr was at the City Hall on 
Wednesday conferring with different offi- 
clals about it. As a result he sent a letter to 
Senator Brewster of St. Joseph, requesting 
him to include the St. Louis institution in 


the bill presented by him establishing the 
rule at the St. Joe Work-house. 
Under this rule, if a prisoner makes a 
record for good behavior he need serve only 
two-thirds of his sentence. 
It is intended to apply it here only in the 
cases of prisoners conyicted of offenses 
against the State laws. City prisoners who 
behave may be, and often are, released by 
the Mayor om the recommendation of the 
Superintendent. 
Supt. Karr says the adoption of the rule 
would enable thhim to maintain much better 
discipline. There is now no inducement, he 
says, for prisonens to be good, and they are 
accordingly, as a rule, very bad. Besides, the 
institution is overcrowded. (ood results

THE PASSING 
OF THE HORSE, 


HORSELESS CARRIAGES TO BE 
MANUFACTURED IN ST. LOUIS. 


THE MECHANISM DESCRIBED. 


Mr. Louis Langan Thinks That in a 
Short Time They Will Be 
Seen Everywhere. 


‘Within a year the people of St. Louls will 
have become as familiar with the horseless 
carriage as they are now with the motor 
car or the bicycle,”’ is the assertion confi- 
dently made by Mr. Louis Langan of this 
city, who has just returned from a tour of 
European manufacturing. centers investiga 
ing all practical types of motor carriages. 

Mr. Langan is a practical man of business 
and looks the part. His face is smoothly 
shaven and ‘he talks freely and easily about 
his affairs, without going to extremes in 
either direction. His general appearance re- 
minds one at first glance of ex-Gov. Stone. 

‘When seen at his home, 3418 Bell avenue, 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Langan 
gave the history of his connection with the 
motor carriage business. 

“I was for years in the livery business,” 
he said. ‘“‘I made money at it and liked i*. 
I Jove a herse as much as any one, but I 
see that his time has passed and his use- 
fulness is in a measure curtailed by the 
march of modern improvements, 

“For twelve years past I have had my eye 
on the horseless carriage. Like everybody 
else, I at first looked to electricity for the 
solution of the problem. It has not come 
from that direction yet. The electric stor- 
age battery is not yet in a proper stage of 
advancement to be available. 

“T went over that field until I was satis- 
fied that the solution was not there. ‘Then 
I began looking at the gas motors. They 
come nearer ee i a | all the demands 
than anything else I have been able to 
find. 

‘‘The particular motor which I propose to 
introduce and manufacture here is that of 
Benz &¢Co. of Mannheim, Germany. It is 
a simple gasoline motor, built on the ordi- 
nary gas motor plan. The carriage, car- 
rying from two to eight people, is fitted up 
with a motor which uses about a gallon 
and a half of gasoline to the hundred miles. 
The liquid is injected in very small quanti- 
ties into opposite ends of the cylinder, just 
as steam is into an ordinary steam cylin- 
der. It is exploded or expanded against 
the piston head by electric sparks, which 
are flashed automatically int®O the vapor or 
fluid. 

‘The cylinder is about 5 Inches in diame- 
ter by 10 or 12 inches in length. The rest 
of the gearing is merely a matter. of me- 


chanical detail, which can be applied by 
any expert mechanic. 

“The controlling appliances are just in 
front of the seat and can easily be operated 
by one person with less attention than is 
given to the direction and control of «a 
horse. 

‘“‘A small wheel set horizontally upon an 
upright rod controls the whole guiding 
mechanism of the vehicle. A turn of 32 
inches of this Wheel will set the front 
wheels at right angles to the direction of 
the vehicle, so that it can be turned 
around in a circle, having its own length 
for a radius. 

‘Tt can be stopped, started or accelerated 
by a slight motion of the hand upon the 
two other levers next to the guiding con- 
‘trivance. . 

‘“‘We propose to start a factory in St. 
Louis which will be about the size of 
Wright's carriage factory here and we will 
employ a large number of men in the work. 
We will turn out the vehicles as fast as we 
can make them and have already several! 
orders waiting to be filled. In fact, some 
are so urgent that they will not wait for the 
es*ablishment of the factory here, so that 
we have been compelled to send orders to 
Germany for them. 

“T rode about 200 miles on these carriages 
while I was in Mannheim, and on one occa- 
sion traveled six miles over an ordinary 
road in seventeen minutes. This was on an 
eight-passenger vehicle, which is one of a 
number doing regular service as a street 
car line from Mannheim to a small village 
six miles away. 

‘‘The vehicles are all equipped with rub- 
ber tires and easy riding springs, which 
gives them an air of lightness which is ut- 
verly lacking in the ordinary trolley car. 

‘The impression of oddity conveyed by 
their appearance soon passes off and one be- 
comes accustemed to them in a very short 
time. In Europe the horseless vehicles are 
not a novelty. They can be seen every- 
where and are a practical success. 

“While I was a? the Benz factory they re- 
ceived an order for fifteen additional light 
delivery wagons from the ‘Bon Marche,’ 
the big department store in Paris. 

“They already had about 30 of them in 
service, and had done away with horses 
entirely. 

“The cost of the machines is reasonable. 
You must bear in mind that a first-class car- 
riage costs from $900 to $1,500, to say nothing 
of the horses and the cost of keeping them 
up. Thenew carriages will cost about $1,000, 

nd will practically save their cost in the 
Arse year. They seldom get out of order, 

nd can be run for less than a cent a mile 
with gasoline as cheap a: it is here. 

“They are perfectly safe, and so simple 
that in an hour’s time anybody cé average 
intelligence can run them. They will run 
about 100 miles without having to be re- 
supplied with fuel, 

‘*l expect to see them all over this coun- 
try in a very shorttime. They are the ve. 
hicles of the future, and can no-more be 
headed off than the motor car.”’
